Reasons for Allowance 

1 . Claims 1-2, 4-8, 10-74 and 76-80 are allowed 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The claims include the limitation of a shared PCI Express endpoint coupled to the shared 
I/O switch to be shared by a plurality of root complexes, wherein said shared I/O switch 
embedding a header in the packet to associate the packets with their originating root complex, 
and wherein at least two of said root complexes do not include a dedicated network interface 
controller, which is not shown by the prior art of record, in the combination as disclosed and 
claimed. 

The examiner interpreted the claims in light of the Specification and further in view of 
Applicant's persuasive arguments that the prior art references do not disclose or suggest "a PCI 
Express endpoint configured to be shared by at least two PCI Express root complexes ...wherein 
at least two of said root complexes do not include a dedicated network interface controller'" 
(pages 15-16 of the Remarks). Applicant has pointed out that "Athreya is generally directed to 
virtual local area networks and bears in no way concerns PCI Express based architectures'" 
(page 15 of the Remarks), "Boom discloses a dedicated network interface controller 320 for root 
complex 318... However, Boom nowhere discloses a plurality of root complexes let alone 
wherein at least two of said root complexes do not include a dedicated network interface 
controller" (pages 20-21 of the Remarks). 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later than the
